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Vancouver businesswoman leads 
movement to create ethical businesses

VANCOUVER (CUP) — As con- 
versation topics go, economic glo- 
balization and social and environ- 
mental business responsibilities have 
never been hotter. But for University 
of British Columbia alumnus and 
Vancouver entrepreneur Nancy 
Bradshaw, these issues are more than 
just talk — they inspired her to leave 
her stable, 1 2-year career in the com- 
puter industry and start her own busi- 
ness. 

Following her mind, 
dreams, and conscience, Bradshaw 
founded the Vancouver-based store 
HOPE Unlimited in 1995. The store 
sells "fair-trade" products to consum- 
ers and offers financial assistance 
and expertise to other community- 
based groups. 

Though HOPE Unlimited is 
aunique enterprise, Bradshaw's start 
in the business world was fairly typi- 
cal. Majoring in commerce at UBC, 
she learned the canon of business 
smarts. But Bradshaw insists that her 
involvement in student politics in the 
early- 1980s was more formative. 

"My extra-curricular activi- 
ties had much more of an impact on 



my life," she says of her stint as a 
member of the student union execu- 
tive and representative on the univer- 
sity's Board of Governors. 

It was while working for the 
student union that Bradshaw had her 
first taste of entrepreneurship. In 
1983, she launched Joblink, an em- 
ployment and career resource for 
UBC students. 

"Starting Joblink was like 
starting a new business," Bradshaw 
recalls. "I had to get [the student 
union] on track — it was very hotly 
debated — and it gave me a lot of 
experience with overcoming adver- 
sity." 

Bradshaw's marketing ap- 
titude soon landed her in large com- 
puter corporations like System House 
and Digital. While she found herself 
on a successful career track, she had 
some reservations about the business 
environment she was in. 

"I found commerce and a 
lot of the business world quite con- 
servative in their approach to only 
valuing high management," she said. 

So Bradshaw began look- 
ing for "a company with a world 
focus." Not finding one, she started 



her own, and HOPE Unlimited was 
the end result. 

"What made me want to start 
my own company is that I wanted to 
be a part of the kind of environment 
where you truly are a team, and peo- 
ple go first. Profits will naturally flow 
from that," Bradshaw said. 

The store's mandate, more 
than just consumer- friendly 1 ip serv- 
ice, expresses a different way of do- 
ing business. 

According to that mandate, 
10 per cent of the store's year-end 
profits are given back to the commu- 
nity through donations to local pro- 
grams. 

HOPE Unlimited is also 
unique because 80 per cent of the 
products it sells are made in Canada, 
often by local artists. Background 
checks are done on every product 
line ' s production methods, taking into 
account both the working conditions 
(sweat shop conditions are simply 
unacceptable) and their environmen- 
tal impact. 

HOPE'S own employees 
benefit from the company's worker- 
positive culture. They have input into 
the company's decisions and projects. 



Project to provide social housing for 
Vancouver women

VANCOUVER (CUP) — Women 
with special housing npeds in, Van- 
couver's Downtown Eastside com- 
munity will soon have a place to call 
home in a new $7.6-million housing 
project. 

Bridge House, expected to 
open its doors in about a year when 
construction is completed, will pro- 
vide low-income and homeless 
women in the economically depressed 
area with an alternative to sleeping in 
small rooms in cheap, single occu- 
pancy hotels by offering them per- 
manent residences. 

Along with 35 permanent 
social housing units (affordable lodg- 
ing accompanied by support serv- 
ices), the building will also house the 
local women's centre and a women's 
shelter. 

According to Frances 
Degrace, the project's architect. 
Bridge House is essential because the 
Downtown Eastside has no housing 
which specifically addresses the 
needs of women. 

Bridge House was con- 
ceived by the non-profit Bridge Hous- 
ing Society for Women, the latest 
incarnation of a string of women's 
groups dedicated to creating social 
housing for women in Vancouver's 
Downtown Eastside over the past 1 9 
years. Attempts to secure similar 
housing in the late- 1970s and 1980s 
were unsuccessful. 

"The connection between 
women and poverty and housing was 
not clear in people's minds and now 
it is. There's been many years pre- 
ceding where it just hasn't been the 
concept that women should be safely 
housed. It's been a long haul to put 
that concept into place." Jane Kincgal, 
a member of the society's board of 
directors, said. 

She says women who could 



benefit from social housing often live 
in tiny hotel rooms, frequently shar- 
ing washroom facilities with as many 
as 15 people — despite expensive 
prices. 

"They have no physical se- 
curity [and] they are paying, per 
square foot, maybe three times what 
a normal renter in the city in other 
areas is paying," she said. 

The need for social housing 
for women without a safe and com- 
fortable place to live was explained 
in a Bridge Housing Society report 
presented to Vancouver's city coun- 
cil in June 1996. 

The report noted that these 
women "must make their way in an 
often intimidating and somell oes 
violent male world. Tbz cor.i;nual 
stress and insecurity of such an envi- 
ronment cause single women to suf- 



fer medical problems, substance 
abuse, mental illness, and emotional 
fatigue." 

By providing women who 
have special housing needs with af- 
fordable dwellings accompanied by 
support services. Bridge House hopes 
to alleviate some of these difficulties. 
And that's what makes it so unique. 

"None of those things in it- 
self is unique, but if you take all that 
and put it together, then definitely 
this is a one-of-a-kind project," Stuart 
Thomas, a development consultant 
working on the project, said. 

Funding for the project has 
come primarily from the provincial 
government, as well as from private 
and charitable foundation donations. 
In addition, the city of Vancouver 
committed itself to the project by 
purchasing the building's site.

Language Rights 

Comment: I realize this is a bilingual institution, but I am NOT. Please ask your staff not to speak 

French to English students-Anon. 

Dear Anon: The staff of the Desmarais library speak both official languages. You have of course every 
right to be serviced in the languageof your choice, but if you don't start the conversation off, the staff has no 
way of guessing which you would prefer. If someone guesses wrongly, no offence will be taken if you ask to 
be spoken to in the language of your choice. 

Graphical Access to the Internet 

Question: Why don't we have graphical Internet access? The text based version you carry on a 

terminal in the library makes me go blind. The graphical version is a valuable tool which supplements 
what you carry in the library. Are we still living in the Dark Ages? We are probably the only post- 
secondary school in the province, let alone in Sudbury, not to have graphical Internet access.-T. Vallier. 

Dear T. The university does supply graphical access to the Internet in computer labs if you use X-Windows. 
But you are right, just now the library does not although it will soon since staff are hard at work replacing the 
text-based student CD network with a Windows version that will include graphical access to the 'net. The 
Amiable Librarian couldn't agree more with you that such access is long overdue. In the meantime, if you want 
to check out the 'net in the library using a machine with graphical access you can ask to use the one in the 
Instruction Room or one of the machines in the librarians' Research Office. 

Book Locations Needed 

Question: Do you know where I can find the following books: Grace, Sherrill. Violent Duality: 

A Study of Margaret Atwood. (Montreal: Vehicule, 1980) and McCombs Judith. Critical Essays on 
Margaret Atwood (Boston: G.K. Hall, 1988)? If you know, please tell me which library has them so I can 
order them, as soon as possible.-Kiriaki Massoura. 

Dear Kiriaki: It is not hard for the Amiable Librarian to tell you where these books are since the library 
pays for a subscription to AG Canada's "Traceit" Database which contains references to the holdings of most 
libraries in Canada. However, knowing that a particular library has a book you seek will not be particularly 
useful information to you. For one thing, you cannot order the book personally from that library-you have to 
get the Desmarais Library to do it for you. The process is called "Interlibrary Loan" and for books, at least, 
orders are free using forms available near the entrance to the library. Second, even if you supplied a location 
for a book you wanted, it might not get to you any quicker. Often ILL staff know which libraries offer the fastest 
service, and so to expedite maters for you, they scan the list of libraries which have the book you request, and 
order from the best one. By the way, the J.N. Desmarais library holds both of the books you want.

I am writing again because I've had no reply to my February 1 9th letter and because I'm very concerned with 
information you and your officials have given to local politicians regarding this serious matter. 

Yesterday, your Ontario Division President confirmed no early retirement incentives would be offered to 
Sudbury workers to avoid layoffs. Mr. Aelick said the Company hoped to advise which positions would be lost by 
the end of March. Further, he agreed to meet with Regional Council and union officials in two weeks, no doubt to 
reinforce this same negative message. 

In reply to Regional Council's request for an urgent meeting, you have offered a presentation for local 
politicians after INCO's Annual Meeting on April 22. This will be long after layoff notices are issued and will totally 
undermine Counc il ' s efforts to have you rethink your position on retirement packages. Frankly, it's insulting to even 
offer such a thing under these circumstances. 

Let mc repeat my position. The layoff of 400 INCO workers would be devastating for Sudbury. Many would 
be forced to leave the Region at an annual loss of millions of dollars to our economy. This is not acceptable to me, 
to my NDP colleague, Shelley Martel, to the Steel workers, to Regional Council, nor to the citizens of the Sudbury 
area. 

Steel workers have proposed early retirement options to deal with this situation. These deserve consideration. 
It is also imperative that you meet with the union and the local politicians as soon as possible, not the end of April, 
to find a more positive solution to this most difficult situation. I believe that you as CEO of INCO owe the community 
at least this much. 

I trust that you will be in touch with Regional Chair, peter Wong without delay to arrange a meeting locally.

Anniversary) of the World Council 
of Churches Stewards Programme. 
This international learning experi- 
ence promotes ecumenical con- 
sciousness and global solidarity and 
consists of a three-day orientation 
programme followed by a fourteen- 
day period in which the stewards 
(our official designation) are involved 
in the smooth running of the WCC

ground, faith and commitment with 
other youth from around the worid 
will make my life so much richer. I 
see the experience as much an "in- 
ner" journey as a physical one. While 
on the one hand, I will board a plane 
and physically travel to another coun- 
try, on the other, I will undertake a 
journey into the interior of myself 
where 1 will discover the love, com- 
passion, and oneness which reside 
there. I know it will be hard work and 
that I will have very little time for 
myself but my pleasure will be that 
joy which is the product of serving 
others. I also wish to know the joy of 
new friendships and the rewards of a 
job well done in a cooperative at- 
mosphere. 

I have never been a steward 
before, nor have I known anyone 
who has, but if I am interested in the 
ecumenical movement, it is because 
I believe in the bridging of faiths and 
in the effort to understand and re- 
spect all religious values, beliefs and 
expressions. I am anxious to work 
with one hundred and sixty nine indi- 
viduals who are my age but who do 
not share the same religion. I am 
anxious to work away from home, so 
that as we work through our differ- 
ences for a few weeks, we can work 
together for common goals.

Tales from the Right 

History of the Ontario Progressive Conservative Party

Sir John A. MacDonald, 
Canada's first Prime Minister, 
formed the country's first national 
political party in 1 854. It was called 
the Liberal Conservative Party - a 
name that remained with the party 
until 1942. Conservative associa- 
tions were established in the ridings, 
and a disciplined party in the legisla- 
ture. 

With Confederation on July 
1 , 1 867, Ontario was bom. Its first 
provincial government was made up 
largely of Conservative ministers and 
supporters, but led by a moderate 
reformer and nominal liberal, John 
Sanfield MacDonald. 

The First Worid War brought 
changes to Ontario. In recognition of 
their contributions to the war effort, 
women were granted the right to vote 
provincially by the Hearst Govern- 
ment in 1917. 



The 1960s was a period of 
incredible growth and change. De- 
mand for school space was so high by 
the mid-sixties that new facilities were 
being opened every one-and-a-half 
days. Community colleges - a bold 
and innovative step in the education 
field - were established during this 
time, and plans were announced for 
several Ontario universities. 

Between 1985 and 1995, Lib- 
erals and New Democrats - each 
spending five years in office - formed 
the Government of Ontario. The 
Conservatives gained a few more seats 
in the 1990 election, but it was the 
NDP that replaced the Liberals as the 
governing party. 

The boom economy of the 
mid-eighties came to a grinding halt 
by the end of the decade. By 1995, the 
recession, high unemployment, and 
general discontent had peaked and 
the NDP government was voted out 
of office in that year's general elec- 
tion. 



TTie Conservatives then swept 
to power, winning 82 of the 1 30 leg- 
islative seats. Mike Harris, elected 
leader of the Progressive Conserva- 
tive Party in 1990 at the first ever 
"one member, one vote" convention 
in the party's history, became On- 
tario ' s twenty-second Premier on June 
8, 1995. 

Since Confederation, Con- 
servatives have held power in On- 
tario longer than any other political 
party. Of the twenty-two Premiers 
Ontario has had, twelve have been 
Conservative. More than geography, 
family ties, population or economic 
opportunities, the Conservative ap- 
proach to politics and society has 
dominated the history of our prov- 
ince. When the socialists and fence- 
sitters declare that this government 
has not done a good job, they are 
questioning the integrity of Ontario. I 
don't know about you, but I want a 
leader who is proud to call thcmself 
an Ontarian.

Enter Stage Left 

Harris says Bah Humbug to deaf students in Ontario

As the Province of Ontario 
limps toward a general election in 
the next year or so, political pundits 
of all stripes have suggested that the 
Harris government would attempt to 
show a face of compassion. Many 
have suggested that the government 
would attempt to sow itself as kind, 
humanitarian, and responsive to 
needs, now that many of the difficult 
cuts have been made. Many pointed 
to the government's about-face on 
the issue of renumeration for the sur- 
viving Dionne Quints as a perfect 
cxampleof the new Mike Harris. In 
Montfeal last week, Harris dripped 
of emotion as he put an 'I feel your 
pain' face one that could have been 
borrowed from Bill Clinton, while 
announcing the Dionne's compensa- 
tion package. 

Has Harris reformed (bad 
choice of words)? Was he visited by 
the ghosts of depressions past lead- 
ing to a Dickensian change of heart 
not seen since Ebenezer Scrooge 
awoke that fateful Christmas morn- 
ing? 1 think not. Last week I at- 
tended a meeting at the Canadian 
Hearing Society on Paris Street. Over 
fifty people, many of whom are stu- 
dents, gathered to be infomied re- 
garding proposed changes to the way 
deaf, deafened and hard of hearing 
students have their education funded. 
What they were told disturbed them. 

Funding for sign language 
interpretation, to send students to 
Universities that teach in American 
Sign Language, as well as for adult 



training at the B.C. Dmry school for 
the deaf in Milton, has always come 
from a special fund called the Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation Services (or 
VRS). The Harris government has 
recently announced that this body 
would cease to exist. Educational 
needs for deaf people would now be 
handled by the Ministry of Education 
and Training. 

This switch is problematic for 
many reasons. First, the VRS repre- 
sented a body that could be helpful to 
deaf students for a whole host of 
reasons. Their knowledge of 'deaf 
issues' helped them in knowing ex- 
actly what students needed. The VRS 
acted beyond its role as a funding 
body and helped deaf students make 
the right choices at all times during 
their education. This specialized ad- 
visory expertise will not be found in 
the MET. 

Second, the demise of the VRS 
will mean that Special Needs Offices 
at individual universities will be given 
the main role in catering to deaf stu- 
dents. Special Needs offices have 
never worked with issues regarding 
deafstudents to any great extent. The 
fear is that the issues of deaf students 
will not be effectively handled by 
well-meaning staffers who, unfortu- 
nately, have no expertise. As well, 
the new system will find Special 
Needs offices being given all monies 
previously used to provide sign lan- 
guage interpretation for students. This 
is problematic insofar as the offices 
will not be required to spend the 
money on ASL interpretation. There- 
fore, while funding is not being aclu-

ally cut, there are no guarantees that 
Special Needs offices will actually 
spend existing monies on sign lan- 
guage. Yet another example of the 
downloading that this government 
likes so much. 

Finally, funding for tuition 
will be affected. Currently, there 
are two universities that use Ameri- 
can Sign Language exclusively. 
Both of them are in the USA. Tui- 
tion and costs for these schools mn 
over twenty five thousand dollars. 
Under the VRS system, students 
would apply for funding outside of 
the OS AP program. Under the new 
model, students would first have to 
apply for OSAP. Only if they were 
deemed worthy of receiving regular 
OSAP, would they be then able to 
apply for a bursary to cover costs 
over and above the roughly eleven 
thousand dollarOSAP ceiling. This 
means for the vast majority of deaf 
students who come from middle 
class backgrounds and who are not 
necessarily in a position to receive 
OSAP, that they will be expected to 
pay without assistance a bill for a 
university education that I as a Lau- 
rentian student can only think about 
in my worst nightmares. Essen- 
tially, students are being punished 
to the tune of over fifteen thousand 
dollars for being financially well- 
off enough to afford the first ten 
thousand dollars of their education. 

The Harris government has 
attacked many groups in its short 
time in power. The upcoming leg- 
islation adds the names of thou- 
sands of deaf students to a list that 
already includes the poor, trade un- 
ionists, teachers, and countless oth- 
ers. TTiis attack can be summed up 
best by quoting Darlene Bellerose 
of London, Ontario, who wrote a 
letter to the Toronto Star on March 
1st ofthis year, "Are there any more 
weak left in Ontario for Harris to 
bully? Or will he continue to vic- 
timize those groups already tar- 
geted?" All I have to say is Humani- 
tarian, Kind, Compassionate, my 
Ass!

It has been a long time since I 
have been able to read a book of my 
choosing due to an abundance of Eng- 
lish courses, but I have been slipping 
a few in here and there whenever 1 get 
a chance. Last year 1 reviewed 
Lorenzo Carcaterra's novel Sleep- 
ers along with it's movie version. I 
remember one thing that I said was 
that I hoped he would come out with 
more novels as he is a great story- 
teller. Well, after a long wait, Lorenzo 
Carcaterrahas released his third novel. 
Apaches. 

In this novel, a twelve-year- 
old girl is brutally kidnapped in the 
early 1980's. Boomer Frontieri, an 
ex-New York City detective forced to 
retire after being wounded in a drug 
bust, is called upon to help a friend 
find the giri. When Boomer finds that 
this simple kidnapping has turned 
horrifying and purely evil he calls 
upon more ex-cops; Dead-Eye, Pins, 
Geronimo, Reverend Jim and Mrs. 
Columbo. They were great cops, but 
now they are Apaches — a renegade 
unit working on their own. Even 
though they face certain death, work- 
ing together brings all these ex-cops 
back to life with one goal in mind. 

This is a great novel and is just 
as good as both Lorenzo's past nov- 
els. The action is superb and you 




never know what is going to happen 
next. This is the first novel that 
Lorenzo has written that has not been 
based on the events of his life, but it 
is still surrounded by facts. The story 
is a fictional tale of actual persons 
and places Lorenzo knows or knew. 
Apaches is a great tale that 
anyone who likes action packed po- 
lice-style stories will love! Although 
it being a pretty long book, you will 
speed through it and crave more in 
the end. It is available in hardcover 
and should be out in paperback very 
soon. 

Other novels by Lorenzo 
Carcaterra: 



A Safe Place - This is a very disturb- 
ing but poignant tale of a small boys 
recollection of his abusive father 
and the story about his ex-wife, 
whom before marrying Lorenzo's 
mother, he had killed. The story is 
based on the facts of Lorenzo 
Carcaterra's fathers life and was 
written after his father's death. It is 
a very deep and disturbing novel, 
but if you can take it you will never 
forget the story of Lorenzo's father. 
Sleepers - Once again a true story of 
Lorenzo and his friends who acci- 
dentally kill a man with a Hot Dog 
vending cart in a subway stairwell in 
Hell Kitchen New York. Although a 
movie was made of the novel, you 
will neverunderstand the whole story 
or the pain and horror that these boys 
suffered through their own actions 
and at the hands of their disturbed 
guards. This is a very, very disturb- 
ing novel that goes into graphic de- 
tail of the abuse that the boys suf- 
fered.

Professor Wallace's office is 
very much like every other profes- 
sor's office, filled with stacks of books 
and papers, but there is one thing that 
does distinguish his office from all of 
the others, the fact that his door is 
rarely, if ever, closed. What we have 
here is a real 'Student's Teacher', 
one who is truly here for the sheer 
enjoyment of teaching. In fact, Pro- 
fessor Wallace was a high school 
teacher for five years before continu- 
ing on with his education and becom- 
ing a university professor. 

Dr. Wallace received his BA 
and MA from the University of New 
Brunswick, and his PhD from the 
University of Alberta. In addition to 
this strongly Canadian education. Dr. 
Wallace has also worked in the Ca- 
nadian civil service and as a journal- 
ist before landing on Laurentian 's 
doorstep in 1964 (yes, he has been 
here for 35 years!!!)., As Professor 
Wallace observes, "You come to 
Laurentian for 1 year and end up 
staying a lifetime." 

If you were ever under the 
impression that Canadian history, es- 
pecially in the Confederation era, is 
boring or "dull as ditchwater", just 
spend twenty minutes with Dr. 
Wallace and his infectious enthusi- 
asm forthe subject will surely change 
your mind. This is one professor who 
truly loves to teach and it shows in all 
of his classes. His motto for teaching 
is "You should always have fun with 




your students", class material should 
be fresh and new (one should 
NEVER give the same lecture 
twice). It is precisely this dedica- 
tion to making learning interesting 
and relevant that makes Professor 
Wallace so well liked by his stu- 
dents (in point of fact, throughout 
the course of our interview, he has 
been greeted by many students and 
he knows them all by name). 

While he was in University, 
Professor Wallace was himself an 
active participant in university life. 
He was the news editor of the 
Brunswickian, UNB 's student news- 
paper, for a couple of years and 
enjoyed participating in the univer- 
sity's theater group (maybe if you 
ask nicely he might do a perform- 
ance for you, who knows?). To this 
day Professor Wallace actively con- 



tributes to university life as he has 
been Chair of the History department 
on a couple of separate occasions, 
gives keynote addresses, including 
one at the University of Edinborough 
in England on Canadian Confedera- 
tion, and publishes papers in a variety 
of different journals. 

Amonghisothermany accom- 
plishments, Dr. Wallace has also pub- 
lished two texts including; "Reap- 
praisals in Canadian History" , writ- 
ten in collaboration with our very 
own Dr. Bray and Angus Gilbert and 
used as an undergraduate textbook 
across the country, as well as "Sud- 
bury: Real Town to Regional Capi- 
tol", and a chapter on Industry in 
"VastandMagnificentLand" ,?khock 
on Northern Ontario. As a result of 
his passion for teaching and his vast 
contributions as an historian. Profes- 
sor Wallace has been nominated by 
students and faculty for the Teaching 
Excellence Award. 

If you ask any of his present or 
past students or his fellow colleagues. 
Professor Wallace is a stellar educa- 
tor and academic. It has been to the 
great benefit of the entire Laurentian 
University community that he has been 
on staff here for the better part of his 
teaching career and it is a loss to 
students who have never had the op- 
portunity to take his classes that Pro- 
fessor Wallace will be essentially re- 
tiring this year and will only be teach- 
ing one class next fall.

What do you know about 
the heat equation on Rienannian 
Manifolds? For Dr. Patrice Sawyer 
of the Mathematics and Computer 
Science Department at Laurentian, it 
is a topic of great interest. Dr. Saw- 
yer, an assistant Professor here at 
Laurentian has been studying Heat 
Equations on Rienannian Manifolds 
since beginning his PhD. at McGill 
University over nine years ago. 

Dr. Sawyer currently an As- 
sistant Professor will become an As- 
sociate Professor this July after teach- 
ing at L.U. for overfour years, mostly 
courses offered in French. Starting 
his education with an Undergraduate 
Degree from the University of Laval, 
he went on the complete his PhD in 
Mathematics at McGill University. 
Laurentian University in 
not the only university where stu- 
dents have had the privilege of being 
instructed by Dr. Sawyer. In fact, his 
teaching career includes teaching at 
McGill, as a Graduate Student, the 
University of Prince Edward Island 
for a year and the University of Ot- 
tawa for four years, before coming to 
Laurentian. During this time he has 
taught mostly Mathematics and oc- 
casionally courses with more of a 
focus in Computer Science. 

Focusing on the Heat Equa- 
tion on Rienannian Manifolds, Dr. 
Sawyer has won grants from NSERC 




to continue his work in this area. 
Although no other professor at Lau- 
rentian studies in this area of re- 
search. Dr. Sawyer has the opportu- 
nity to work with colleagues at other 
Canadian Universities and across 
the ocean with European research- 
ers, "a good excuse to travel" he said 
jokingly during the interview. Dr. 
Sawyer recently had a paper ac- 
cepted which will be published in 
March, 1999. Although the general 
public will have to wait before read- 
ing his paper, now that it is accepted 
he can share his work with col- 
leagues. 

Not having a favourite an- 
ecdote come to mind at the time of 
the interview, Dr. Sawyer however. 



was well versed in excuses given to 
him by students who are late handing 
in assignments. Some of the more 
popular excuses used include "I have 
work in other courses", "I was sick", 
and "I couldn't find you." One of the 
most creative excuses was a student 
who told him that the assignment was 
late because the student was working 
as an enumerator, of course jokes Dr. 
Sawyer that excuses only works dur- 
ing an election! 

When asked why he became 
a professor, he explains that his inter- 
est was based on research, in order to 
do this research teaching at the uni- 
versity level was necessary. But don't 
let that fool you into believing that Dr. 
Sawyer does not think about his stu- 
dents. When asked what he would 
like to see happen within the Math- 
ematics department Dr. Sawyer did 
not hesitate to say that it would be nice 
to see the Mathematics department 
offer the current three year program 
as well as a four year program. Stating 
lack of resources a the current set 
back for this development he also 
mentions that there needs to be more 
of a focus on student expectations. 
Dr. Sawyer feels there needs to be 
more focus on the needs of students, 
that students have expectations for 
employment when they leave the 
University and the Mathematics pro- 
grams should reflect that. 
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Professor 
Pomerleau 

Department of 
Nursing 

Originally from the south shore of 
Montreal, Joanne Pomerleau grew up 
with a profound interest in the welfare 
of others. As such, she decided that 
the best way to use this interest would 
be to make a career in the nursing 
profession. After elementary and high 
school, she entered the bachelor's 
nursing program at the University of 
Montreal where she became more sure 
of her interest. After graduation, she 
went to the University of Sherbrooke 
and earned a Master's degree in medi- 
cal law. 

Upon graduation, Professor 
Pomerleau entered the teaching pro- 
fession. It was a natural progression 
for her as she had taught at the Univer- 
sity Hospital in Montreal while she 
was a student. So she came to Lauren- 
tian and, after 8 years, has worked her 
way up to the ladder to become the 
Director of the Nursing program. 
During those 8 years, she has pub- 
lished a number of papers alone, and 
in collaboration with others. She has 
written course guides and texts for 
everything from gerontology to nurs- 
ing ethics. She has been awarded over 
$360, 000 in research grants and she 
uses that money to continue her re- 
search into improved medical care. 

Professor Pomerleau is fluently bi- 
lingual which lends perfectly to her 
ultimate belief of what a good profes- 
sor should be. Above all else, accord- 
ing to her, a professor has to be a great 
communicator; one who is able to 
clearly express ideas to first-year stu- 
dents and also tohighly-educated doc- 
tors. In addition to being a great 
communicator, she believes that a 
professor should have a mastery of 
their field. They should keep up-to- 
date on current trends and be able to 
build upon the knowledge that they 




already have. 

Professor Pomerleau cites her 
own desire to change things and to 
accomplish goals as the single great- 
est influence in her life. After years 
as a student and a teacher, she still 
has that same desire to change things 
and to help others. As such, she sees 
that her best contribution to the in- 
dustry is teaching. She is more in- 
volved later in the program with 
senior students than she is in the 
early years. 

Outside of Academia, Professor 
Pomerleau enjoys many things. She 
has a verve for any number of out- 
door activities from competitive 
sports to just exercising. She also 
cites cooking as one of her hobbies. 

When asked about Laurentian's 
standing in the academic world, she 
says thatwearerightup there. Speak- 
ing from the nursing point of view, 
she says that the education offered at 
Laurentian is among the best any- 
where in Canada. The program is 
well-equipped to accommodate dis- 
tance education and has been recog- 
nized as such. Many prizes and 
awards have been given to Lauren- 
tian's nursing program and Profes- 
sor Pomerleau says that students lose 
nothing by deciding to go to school 
at Laurentian. 

After years of teaching, after years 
of comforting students who get sick 
at the first sight of blood, Professor 
Pomerleau offers her words of wis- 
dom: "know who you are and learn 
to recognize the stresses of the world 
and be prepared to deal with 
them... not to ignore them."

Departments of Biology and Anthropology 



If you venture way down into 
the underbelly of the university, even 
farther down under the bowling al- 
ley, you will find the anthropology 
research labs hidden behind locked 
doors. It is here where you are most 
likely to find Dr. Fairgrieve busily 
working away. Despite the fact that 
his lab is so hard to find, our inter- 
view is constantly being interrupted 
with phone calls and people drop- 
ping by to talk or ask questions, 
obviously this is a very busy man. 

Dr. Fairgrieve is so busy in 
part because he is on faculty in both 
the Biology and Anthropology de- 
partments. In addition to his Anthro 
courses. Dr. Fairgrieve also teaches 
Anatomy and Physiology as well as 
developing challenging and interest- 
ing lab segments to his courses. This 
diverse teaching range stems from 
his educational background in hu- 
man skeletal biology. Dr. Fairgrieve 
got his BSc at U of T in 1986, his 
MPhil in biological anthropology 
human skeletal biology at Cambridge 
in England in 1987 (yes, he did it in 
one intense year), and his PhD at U 
of Tin 1993. 

As part of his doctoral work. 
Dr. Fairgrieve led tutorials at U of T 
which were essentially medium- 
sized classes. It was here that he 
learned how to teach, a skill that few 
professors are proficient at. This 
was also the time when Dr. Fairgrieve 
realized how rewarding and enjoy- 
able teaching could be. This enthu- 
siasm is apparent in his attention to 
detail and diligence in planning his 
lectures and labs, as he says, "they 
should always be evolving and un- 
der constant refinement." 

Dr. Fairgrieve 's work is pretty 
technical stuff for those of us who 
don't have a background in biology 
or anthropology but it pretty much 




focuses on forensic anthropology 
(studying skeletal remains) which 
includes questions like; age at death, 
and post-mortem interval (how long 
ago the subject died from the time it 
was found). His current research 
includes skeletons in Egypt, health 
and diet in past societies- along with 
other Canadian universities, among 
many, many other projects. 

Dr. Fairgrieve also has the 
honourable distinction of serving as a 
forensic expert for the Sudbury Re- 
gional Police Force. If they find a 
body or even simply a piece of bone, 
they call in Dr. Fairgrieve to tell them 
who or what the bone is from and all 
kinds of other things that a forensic 
anthropologist can determine from a 
chunk of bone. In fact. Dr. Fairgrieve 
has occasionally had to testify in court 
as an expert witness about his find- 
ings as he has had to do in two sepa- 
rate homicide cases, hardly the bor- 
ing life we sometimes attribute to 



scholars! 

In addition to these many 
projects and responsibilities. Profes- 
sor Fairgrieve has been published in 
such reputable journals as the Ameri- 
can Journal of Physical Anthropol- 
ogy (as a reviewer). The Interna- 
tional Journal of Osteoarcheology, 
The Journal of Forensic Science, 
Arctic Anthropology, as well as a 
chapter on cremation analysis. He is 
currently editing the book, "Foren- 
sic OsteologicalA nalysis: Case Stud- 
ies in Forensic Anthropology" which 
is due for release later this year. You 
may be wondering how Dr. Fairgrieve 
can manage to do all of these things at 
once, easy- he's on a six month sab- 
batical (which simply means that he 's 
not actually teaching this right now). 

One thing that is quite refresh- 
ing about this L.U. professor is his 
desire to constantly improve L.U. 
and make it more competitive with 
other schools. Along this vein. Dr. 
Fairgrieve advocates developing 
unique programs at Laurentian that 
would draw more students in if ever 
adopted, one such program proposal 
is adegree in forensic biology, which 
is notcurrently offered anywhere else 
(although U of T does have a similar 
program). It is encouraging to stu- 
dents to see that a professor cares 
enough about making L.U. more com- 
petitive and improving our reputa- 
tion that he actually takes the initia- 
tive to come up with creative ideas 
and feasible plans.

and when she had graduated with her 
Masters she filled the need in the 
Women Studies Department. For the 
first ten years she taught at the Uni- 
versity part-time and became a full- 
time professor. She took a sabbatical 
in order to fulfill her Ph. D in To- 
ronto. Returning to teach the year 
later. Her Ph. D. was competed in 
1995. She also described the need to 
see if she could do it, finish her edu- 
cation at a higher level. 

A new area of interest of 
study that has opened up for Dr. 
Kechnie is Women and Aging. While 
a large number of Canada's popula- 
tion is aging there new concern about 
the effects aging will have on women. 
Next year Dr. Kechnie will be on 
sabbatical in order to complete a 
Collection on Women and Aging. 
Her hope is to compile a Canadian 
resource of essays on the topic 
Women and Aging. While available 
in the United States there are not 
many collections of Canadian bases 
works. Next year's sabbatical will 
also Dr. Kechnie readying her Ph. D. 
dissertation for publication, as well 
as making ready articles given at con- 
ferences for publication. When it 
comes to her students Dr. Kechnie' s 
door is always open and she is happy 
to report that next year Women's 
Studies student will have the option 
of being three or four year students. 
The fourth year program will be in- 
troduced next year for the first time.

When talking about her stu- 
dents and the courses she teaches, she 
admits that there is not one that she 
enjoys more then the others.

Not only is Dr. Kechnie an 
Associate Professor here at Lauren- 
tian, she was also educated here. She 
completed her Undergraduate and 
Masters in History at Laurentian and 
then went in to completed her Ph. D.

She returned to Sudbury to 
start teaching at Laurentian Univer- 
sity approximately fifteen years ago 
in the Women ' s Studies Department.

Professor Mbonimpa 

Department of Religious Studies 



Dr. Mbonimpa is originally 
from Burundi Africa where he first 
fostered a love for philosophy and 
religion. Speaking the language of 
his native country, he was educated 
inelementaryandhighschool. When 
the time came for university. Dr. 
Mbonimpa decided to go to the Uni- 
versity of Zaire (which is a French- 
speaking institution). It was there 
that he earned his first degree, a B. A. 
in philosophy. From there, he de- 
cided to go to the University of Rome 
(an Italian-speaking institution) and 
he received his Master's degree. Af- 
ter that degree. Dr. Mbonimpa went 
to the University of Montreal to earn 
a 2 Ph.D.s - one in philosophy and 
one in religion. After the second 
degree, Dr. Mbonimpa moved into 
the English-speaking world and be- 
came a professor. 

When Dr. Mbonimpa originally 
decided to major in theology, it was 
because he wanted to become a priest. 
But the life of sacrifice and chastity 
did not appeal to the young man, so 
he chose to become a humble profes- 
sor. 

Serving as the director of the Re- 
ligious Studies department, Dr. 
Mbonimpa teaches mainly to 
francophone students. He is an 
award-winning professor and has 
published four books: Caste Con- 
flict, Ethnicity and Democracy in 
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Africa, Political Philosophy: Ideolo- 
gies of Independent Africa, and Chal- 
lenges of Christianity in the 90' s. 

His reason for becoming a profes- 
sor was: "what else could a guy with 
two Ph.D.s do?" He is immensely 
qualified, almost overqualified for any 
other job. Not the most noble reason, 
but nonetheless, a sensible one. 

According to Dr. Mbonimpa, the 
most important quality that a good 
prof must have is superb recognition 
and communication skills. A prof 
must be able to realize the needs of his 
students and he must be able to com- 
municate in their language. He must 
also respect his students by coming to 
class on time and ready to teach 
The single biggest influence in Dr. 



Mbonimpa's life has been his par- 
ents. He cites his mother in particular 
for having been the greatest personal 
role-model in his life. Intellectually, 
Dr. Mbonimpa says that F. Eboussi 
Boulaga, an African has been his 
greatest influence. His words and his 
thoughts inspired Dr. Mbonimpa 
more than any other thinker or writer. 
According to Professor 
Mbonimpa, the programs here at Lau- 
rentian have their advantages and dis- 
advantages. It is a benefit that we are 
small and, as such, there is the poten- 
tial for great interaction between eve- 
rybody. Conversely, because we are 
small and far away from larger 
centers, it is sometimes difficult to 
gain access to obscure documenta- 
tion. 

During his years as a teacher, pro- 
fessor Mbonimpa has seen many 
things. From stellar essays to below- 
average students who have told him 
to his face that he makes students 
lazy (because he likes to summarize 
the course on paper to help students 
in their studying), Dr. Mbonimpa has 
come up with some advice for stu- 
dents. In his opinion, though times 
may be financially tough, it is always 
a good idea to pursue education. One 
should look into the future and see 
the long-term benefits of a degree 
and think twice about not continuing 
school. 



Professor Parker

Dr. Parkernever set out in life 
to become a university professor, it 
just sort of happened.

sity environment and assumed the 
role of professor with ease. Luckily 
for L.U. students, he still has his 
passion and flair for English litera- 
ture, and it shows in his classes . 

With a BA and MA from the 
University of Western Ontario, and a 
PhD from the Shakespeare Institute 
at the University of Birmingham in 
England, Dr. Parker is certainly an 
expert in his field. Not only has he 
taught at Laurentian, Dr. Parker has 
also taught for three years at West- 
ern, as well as at the Univerite 
Canadien en France in Villefranche- 
Sur-Merin Southern France as L.U.'s 
Overseas Program Director from 
1987-1992. He has in fact been on 
Laurentian faculty since 1971. Not 
only did Dr. Parker receive an inter- 
national education, he has also had 
the opportunity to gain international 
teaching experience. 

Some people believe that pro- 
fessors think of their teaching re- 
sponsibilities as pesky chores that get 
in the way of their research time, but 
all of our interviews for this feature 
proved otherwise, this was especially 
true for Dr. Parker. He believes that 
research and teaching are equally 
important because they are so closely 
interconnected. It is the research that 
you do that makes your classes more 
interesting and relevant to the stu- 
dents. As Dr. Parker states, "It is not 
fair to students to not have cutting 
edge knowledge", which simply il- 
lustrates his respect for and dedica- 
tion to his students. 

Dr. Parker not only teaches 
students, he says that he learns from 
his students too. Because Laurentian 
is such a small school, relative to 
some of the others, profs have the 
opportunity to get to know their stu- 




dents and interact with them on a 
more personal level. Because of this. 
Dr. Parker has learned from his stu- 
dents that all students need to be treated 
as individuals and that there is no such 
thing as an all-effective teaching 
method; one must always be adapting 
to the class dynamic and the individu- 
als themselves.

Parker receive the Research Excel- 
lence Award, which is yet another 
entry into his very extensive list of 
accomplishments (believe me — I got 
a list 8-f pages long!!!!).

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Voyageurs Win Wilson Cup For 
the First Time

They came in 
the hopes of upsetting 
the number one ranked 
Laurentian Voyageurs; 
they came with a band; 
they came with a mas- 
cot, and yes they even 
came with cheerleaders. 
But it was all for not, 
the Waterloo Warriors 
came, but they did not 
conquer. And like Cae- 
sar crossing the 
Rubicon and taking 
Rome, Coach Campbell and his 97- 
98 Voyageurs defeated the Warriors 
to take Laurentian's first ever Wilson 
Cup. 

The game began with a buzz 
in the air, there were cameras and 
wires everywhere, it was the big game. 
A game that had to be won, a game 
that would give some redemption to 
the Vees for the loss in the Cup last 
year. It was clear from the outset that 
both teams where nervous, the stands 
where full and the noise was at near 
deafining levels.

Ted Donglemans established his pres- 
ence early nailing to jumpshots to 
start the Vees on their winning pace. 
Donglemans had a tough match up 
with Warrior Dan Schipper, their 6'9 
post player, Donglemans used his 
speed and tenacity to lead. 

The Vees and Warriors stayed 
close throughout the beginning of the 
first half, until Corey Bailey inspired 
a Vees scoring streak by hitting sev- 
eral three point baskets. Bailey was 
outstanding all over the court, his 
play was truly inspirational and at 
times sent chills throughout the 
stands. This was Bailey's last home 
game of his LU career, and he put on 
a show. Bailey hurt the Warriors from 
all over the court, he put down three ' s, 
jumpers from the field and drove to 
the hoop at will. Bailey's defensive 
skill and speed was also a key ingre- 
dient in coach Campbell's winning 
recipe. 

Going into the half the Vees 
had a slight lead, but it was clear from 
the beginning of the second half that 
the Warriors where not about to fall 
ovei and play dead. The Warriors 
lead by #5 Mano Watson made a run 
at the Vees, and in the process brought 
the score to within 5. Several failed 
three point shots by the Vees helped 
the Warriors, as did their physical 
style of play. A style that at times 
could be described as hooliginism; 




on two occasions Warrior Mark Eyes 
purposely stuck Adam Dusome. 

The Warrior run was brought 
to a halt after a Voyageur time out, 
after which the Vees came out with a 
vengeance. Rookie Clifton Edwards 
dazzled the crowd with several key 
three pointers and his bang 'em up 
attitude, Edwards took the Warriors 
challenged and gave them a little of 
their own medicine. Edwards even 
went so far as to push a one of the 
Warriors down for taking a cheap 
shot at him. Edwards was definitely 
a bright spot for the Vees, all the 
more impressive considering his sta- 
tus as a rookie. 

With Bailey and 
Edwards leading the way, 
the Voyageurs pulled 
ahead in the second half 
and once again enjoyed a 
comfortable lead. Then 
with just over three min- 
utes left in the game the 
Warriors lead by Mano 
Watson once again 
mounted another come 
back, through foul tac- 
tics the Warriors pulled 
to within five. The gap 
was closed because of 3 clinch three 
pointer by Watson, who made all 
three under extreme defensive pres- 
sure. But fortunately the Voyageurs 
where able to hit their shots, and the 
last nail was hammered into the War- 
riors coffin when #3 Mark Eyes in- 
tentional stuck Adam Dusome in the 
mouth while attempting to rebound. 
Dusome drained one of two shots to 
pull the Vees ahead. Then after bring 
the ball down court Adam Dusome 
seeing the clock winding down held 
on to the ball and then with the buzzer 
sounding launched it into the crowd; 
the team began to celebrate; the fans 
stood and applauded; the Voyageurs 
had won 75-69. The Wilson Cup was 
LU property for the first time, and the 
Voyageurs where going to the Na- 
tionals as the OUA Men's Basketball 
Champions. 

After the game Pat Pickard 



presented the 

Voyageurs with there 
gold medals and 
Vice-President of 
Laurentian Ron 
Chrysler presented 
the Vees with the 
Wilson Cup and their 
Championship ban- 
ner. Following the 
presentation, Bailey 
was presented with 
the MacPherson 
Award for the MVP 
of the Game. Then in an emotional 
display, Bailey was the first to cut the 
mesh down from the rim, as he took 
his piece and clenched it in his fist, 
his smile spoke volumes. This was a 
defining moment in the Voyageurs 
life, in the life of Laurentian Univer- 
sity and everyone in the stands was 
privileged to have witnessed it.

MONTREAL (CUP) — Following the success of women's hockey on the international stage, the sport has 
awarded its first national university championship. 

On March 1 , after a six-team round-robin tournament, the Concordia University Stingers defeated the 
University of Toronto Varsity Blues 4-1 to capture the Golden Taft — the Canadian Intercollegiate Athletic 
Union women's hockey trophy. 

For Concordia players, the victory was especially sweet as it was the first of a kind. 

"It's incredible," Mai-Lan LQ, the Stingers' second-line left winger, said. "After the Olympics, this 
is the biggest female hockey event. It's a big step for women's hockey, and for women in general." 

Team captain Kari Colpitts agrees. 

"We 're so excited to be the first ever to win the gold medal," she said. "Everybody remembers the first 
one. To be able to host the tournament, put on a good show and then win it is something that no one will ever 
take away from us. 

"It's a great feeling." 

For some of the sport's veterans, the championship is vindication for the years when womens' hockey 
was often ridiculed. 

"It puts a stamp on our sport," Concordia coach Les Lawton said. "Nobody took it seriously 15 years 
ago. Even the players themselves didn't." 

One of the biggest obstacles the sport has encountered over the years is the inevitable comparison to 
men's hockey. Women players have had to endure discrimination and sexism because they were not viewed 
as capable of playing such a male-dominated sport. 

"We had to struggle through a number of things to get on par with the men," Lawton said. "There's 
a lot of trailblazers who had to dress in their own dressing rooms and get picked on by the boys, and stuff like 
that." 

Regardless of past problems, the sport is now booming. Player participation is increasing steadily and 
fan support is flourishing — the Stingers and Varsity Blues played to a sell out arena in the championship game! 

Tom Allen, president of the Canadian Intercol legiate Athletic Union, says after years of discussion and 
planning, recent growth in Canadian women's hockey aided in the decision to initiate the national champion- 
ship. He added Canada's success and popularity at the World Championships and other international events 
influenced the union's decision. 

"It was certainly prudent for the [union] to jump on women's hockey as quickly as we could," he said. 

Karen Hughes, head coach of the Varsity Blues, says she is looking forward to the sport's continued 
success and growth. 

"I think you're going to see it grow, hopefully at the university level and club level in Canada," she 
said. 

There is talk of establishing a professional women's hockey league in Canada, but both Lawton and 
Hughes say they have concerns about the viability of such a venture. 

"1 think you may see some start at these professional leagues, but I'm not sure how successful that will 
be yet," Hughes said. 

"Women's hockey is not like men's hockey. We don't have a junior draft where they go to the NHL," 
Lawton said. "The women have other lives. Either they are student's or their working. 

"1 think you're going to have a tough time having players giving up either their academics or their 
careers to play hockey."
